TAX PROBLEMS 


In discussing tax problems and tax 
reduction in particular, there is one 
thing which most people seem to ig¬ 
nore. That is the federal tax paid for 
gasoline to propel the millions of au 
lomobiles now rushing about the coun¬ 
try. In comparing these modem days 
with the “old times’’ of 25 years ago, 
we must remember that practically no 
money, or at least very little, wad then 
spent for driving cars or for moving 
picture shows. Now these expenses 
lun up into the billions each year, and 
the greater part of it goes for pleas¬ 
ure rather than for any substantial 
produ v uon. We have made some quite 
extended investigations among people 
who are typical of the great middle 
class of town people. The majority 
of them pay considerably more for 
gasoline and car upkeep than they do 
as taxes. In many cases this output 
for gasoline is so heavy that the fam¬ 
ily budget must be cut to meet income, 
and purchases of food, clothing and 
family supplies are cut down to the 
quick, of necessity. Further investi¬ 
gation shows that at least 80 per cent 
of this expense for cars and gasoline 
represents pleasure—the mere driving 
about for the sake of “going some¬ 
where.” When we growl about our 
expenses we should be fair, and realize 
that the heaviest itemp are the direct 
and self-imposed tax for gasoline, the 
road taxes for building roads suitable 
for auto traffic, and the tax for mag¬ 
nificent school buildings for housing 
our children. The tax for “entertain¬ 
ment comes next. Those who dance 
must pay the fiddler. We never knew 
but one fiddler to play all night for 
nothing, and he was very simple-mind¬ 
ed. It may do little good to tell the 
younger generation that we old-timers 
trove old Dobbin or walked, that we 
all turned out and helped “make” the 
roads, and that we got such education 
as came to us under very simple con¬ 
ditions. This is an age of gas and lu¬ 
rid spending, due to nearly 40 years of 
grabbing 65 cents to the consumer’s 
dollar and dumping it in% town and 
city. ‘It has all, or most of it, come 
out of the producer through a system 
of distribution which no strong public 
man dares to touch. But when you 
growl about taxes, be fair, and figure 
out the size of your gasoline and car 
bill, and see how much of it represents 
actual production!—Orange Judge.

GOOD FOR STOCK 


Ontario temperance act officers some 
time ago visited the farm of Antoine 
St. Onge, Genroy, Glengarry county, 
and found a keg of mixture which St. 
Onge claimed he sprinkled on straw 
ahd marsh hay to make it more pala¬ 
table for his cattle, and to save the 
better quality hay. The officers sent 
a sample to Toronto for analysis, and 
it tested 14.35 per cent proof spirits. 
At the court hearing of St. Onge, 
charged with selling liquor, evidence 
was given that the mixture was ex¬ 
tensively used by farmers. St Onge 
said he never knew the mixture to 
ferment. The “feed molassess” is 
brought in by country merchants in 
large quantities and bought by farm¬ 
ers. The magistrate dismissed the 
charge. He said no evidence had been 
produced to prove that St. Onge had 
used the mixture other than for feed¬ 
ing purposes. This mixture was un¬ 
doubtedly of value in stock feeding, 
and, if he found St. Onge guilty, it 
might make other farmers susceptible 
to prosecution and injure both *the 
trade and stock.

F. W. Crandall, wl)o up to a few 
months ago was the manager of the 
Dominion Farming Company, one of 
the largest concerns of its sort in Al¬ 
berta, was in Calgary on Wednesday 
on a business visit. Owing to illness 
;n the family he decided some time 
ago to reside in California. Conditions 
in California were anything but good. 
Foot and mouth disease was causing 
much anxiety with stockmen. It was 
estimated that already 100,000 head of 
cattle had been destroyed owing to the 
disease. During the time he had been 
in the American state, he said he had 
traveled several thousands of miles by 
car. The country had never been so 
dry since records had been kept. Rai¬ 
sin, prune and other fruit men were 
being badly hit. When prices were 
high they over capitalized, and now 
that prices had come down ifiany of 
them would not only lose the parcels 
of land they had bought but also their 
home places owing to the mortgages 
they incurred. Mr. Crandall said that 
fruit lands in California would have 
to be recapitalized not to exceed one 
half of their present price if the 
growers were to carry on. The build¬ 
ing situation, he said, presented a 
grave problem, and was bound to top¬ 
ple. He said he was referring to the 
boom that had existed within a 25-mile 
radius of Los Angeles. A large num¬ 
ber of people who went there with ca¬ 
pital to invest had kept their money 
in their pocket and had returned home 
or gone elsewhere. “So far as farm¬ 
ing is concerned I will take my chanc¬ 
es in Alberta sooner than in any sec¬ 
tion of the country I covered on my 
trip of thousands of miles in Califor¬ 
nia," he said. “My reasons are that 
we are capitalized so light here on our 
land values that there is absolutely no 
probability of there being any appreci¬ 
able depreciation, which must occur in 
these over-capitalized sections of the 
States.” Mr. Crandall said that farm¬ 
ers of Alberta need not worry the 
least bit about the lateness of spring 
or the moisture conditions up to the 
present time. A man who puts in his 
crop well could expect reasonable re¬ 
turns, but "sloppy” farming would, of 
course, bring the usual result. Mr. 
Crandall is a brother of the manager 
of the Eastern Trading Co.’s store 
at Blackie.

Misre¬ 
presentations, and promises of abnor¬ 
mal profits of from one to two hun¬ 
dred per cent within the next few 
months are given by the purchasers 
as the inducement for the sales which 
have been made. Among the pur¬ 
chasers we note a number of people in 
this locality who are well known in 
these parts. 

Take the -experience of N. L. and 
J. A. Norlen of Stavely. They bought 
2,500 shares on February 22, paying 
therefor $5,000. In their case, the 
salesman, one Steans L. Mfechler, so 
nearly as the signature indicates, told 
the brothers, who operate a large 
farm, that he represented the Montre¬ 
al Trust Company, so John A. Norlen 
informed The Herald. He said that he 
represented the Montreal Trust Com¬ 
pany and that he would get us a pro¬ 
fit of $2,500 inside thirty days.” “Ho^v 
were you to get this money, the $5,000 
you paid for the stock plus the $2,500 
profit?” The Herald asked Mr. Norlen. 
“The money was to be sent in the form 
of a Bank of Commerce draft in thirty 
days and when it did not arrive in due 
time we investigated. My brother, 
N.L., went down to Medicine Hat and 
took the matter up with Mr. Davies. 
Rut Mr. Davies disclaimed any respon¬ 
sibility. He said that the man was not 
a representative of the Canadian 
Farm Implement Company but of the 
underwrietrs of the stock. He said 
that he could not help it if the stock 
was sold at $2.00 on the promise of a 
$3.00 return almost immediately. We 
wrote to the Montreal Trust Company 
end they replied that he did not repre¬ 
sent them and that they had nothing 
to do with the stock selling.” The 
Montreal Trust Company’s letter to 
Messrs. Norlen, dated March 24, 1924, 

read: “.our company is acting 

in a capacity of trustee only and be¬ 
yond receiving money from subscrib¬ 
ers and disbursing same under in¬ 
struction, contained in an agreement 
between the Canadian Farm Imple¬ 
ment Company, Ltd., and the under¬ 
writers, we have absolutely no respon¬ 
sibility. We have no representative 
selling stock in the above or in any 
any other company and we know no¬ 
thing of the arrangement you mention 
to purchase these shares. Messrs. 
Norlen, when writing to the Montreal 
company, mentioned that Mechler had 
stated that he represented that com¬ 
pany. The latte? went op in its letter 
to advise the Norlens to correspond 
with A..T.B. - Fell, 502 Richards street, 
Vancouver, and said that the company 
was sending a copy of the Norlens’ 
letter to the Canadian Farm Imple¬ 
ment company and to Fell. On Indus¬ 
trial Finance Company letter-heads 
the Norlens received a letter saying: 
“With reference to statement attribut¬ 
ed to our representative, as to this al¬ 
lotment being sold in thirty days, we 
may say that we had hoped to cover 
all shareholders in 30 days giving 
them an opportunity to take up the 
amount allotted, before making a pub¬ 
lic offer which would, of course, inter¬ 
fere with the prospects of old stock¬ 
holders.” Then, so J. A. Norlen, said, 
they “go on and give excuses for not 
getting all the allotment sold in 30 
days’ time, owing to the roads. But 
that was not the answer I wanted” Mr. 
Norlen said. “I asked him what au¬ 
thority the representative had in stat¬ 
ing that this stock would be sold and 
our money refunded. I also asked why 
the stock was sold for $2.00 wljen the 
par value was only $1.00. They gave 
an illustration, ‘you would only have 
to compare 160 acres of raw land with 
improved and producing land.’ ” 

J.V. Thomson, H.Thomson and H.M. 
Thomson of Gladys, Alberta say that 
J.V. bought 800 shares, H., 800 shares, 
and H.M. 850 shares. They paid $4,900 
lor the 2„450 shares, W. Muchne*be¬ 
ing the “high pressure” salesman who 
operated. “He claimed he represent¬ 
ed the Montreal Trust Company, but 
later they told us that he did not,” so 
J.V. Thomson informed. He sold us 
the stock on February 18 by promis¬ 
ing that it would go to $3.00 by April 
1, and that we could make sure of get¬ 
ting a prifit of $2,450 or $1.00 a share, 
as a bank draft for $7,350 would be at¬ 
tached to the 2,450 shares certificates 
when they were sent us. We received 
the certificates but not the draft. We 
had him make out an agreement about 
the $3.00 return and had this witnes¬ 
sed, but it disappeared the same time 
he did, so we presume that he quietly 
took it. Muchnec said that, according 
to a charter from the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment,” so John V. Thomson further 
informed The Herald, “the original 
stockholders had to have the first 
chance to purchase the unsold portion 
cf the treasury stock of this company, 
and the Russell Company was anxious 
to procure this stock and the only way 
they could do so was to have the orig¬ 
inal stockholders take them (the

shares) up; then they would buy the 
stock from them (the original stock¬ 
holders), at $3.00 per share. The Cer¬ 
tificates with draft attached were'to 
be sent to the Royal Bank at High Ri¬ 
ver and we were to sign the transfer 
in the presence of the banker. The 
certificates came direct to us with no 
draft.” The Thomsons also wrote to 
the Montreal Trust Company and re¬ 
ceived a letter similar to that received 
by the Norlens. 

Another Alberta case is that of An¬ 
drew Gillanders, a farmer living near 
Blackie, who paid a salesman of the 
Russell company, William Muchnec, 
$1,800—money that he had raised on 
.the immediate sale of wheat—for 
stock in the Canadian Farm Imple¬ 
ment Company. “We (his wife, two 
sons and himself), first got $3,000 
worth of the stock at $1.00 a share in 
1921,” said Mr. Gillanders. “In the 
fall of 1921 Fell and Mensell came to 
us and told us that the company would 
Pay 25 per cent divident that year. I 
bought $5,000 more st<»ck at the $1.00 
price, paying only part of the full 
amount.” Mr^ Gillanders stated that 
later Mansell came to him and persua¬ 
ded him to pay $200 on his stock, as 
Mr. Gillanders thought. He found af¬ 
terwards, however, that he . had not 
made a payment on the other stock he 
was committed to, but was issued with 
certificates for an additional 200 
shares. Then in February, this year, 
Muchnec arrived on the scene. Owing 
to a circular that had been sent out 
by the company, announcing that a 
“special representative” would call on 
shareholders to inform them of the 
condition of the company, Mr. Gillan¬ 
ders and his wife thought that Much- 
noc had come for that purpose. “He 
said he had cotVie to buy shares for 
$3.00 a share,” said Mr. Gillrnders. 
“Then he started talking about us buy¬ 
ing our shares right out, and by sell¬ 
ing them for $3.00, getting $24,000. 
He said he would guarantee that they 
would go to $3.00 in thirty days. He 
told us that all we had to do was to 
put our certificates in the Union Bank 
here and the money would come 
through.” When it was found that 
this arrangement did riot work out, 
Mrs. Gillanders went to Medicine Hat 
and interviewed J. E. Davis, president 
of the Canadian Farm Implement Co. 
“I found that the $1,800 we had paid 
the salesman went for new shares,” 
she said. “We thought that it was go¬ 
ing to apply on the stock wo had ap¬ 
plied for before. Mr. Davies told me 
that he had just been to the coast and 
would go again to see about our case, 
and would try to see us on his way 
hack. He has not been here yet. Mr. 
Davies told me that the stock was not 
worth $3.00 but that it was worth 
$2.00. He talked about the prospects 
of the company and said that if things 
wen^ right the stock might go to $8.00 
or $10.00 in the United States.” The 
Gillandors said that they did not take 
-thPtr’TJertifieates to the bank in view 
of the. fact that Norman Baker a 
farmer, had sent in his certificates, and 
instead of getting bark the proceeds 
of the sale at $3.00, he got fifty new 
fhares. ~“The only reason we invest¬ 
ed any more money in the stock was 
because the salesman told us that we 
could clean up at $3.00. a share within 
cne month,” said Mr. Gillanders.

Law Association of Alberta, was held 
at the court house on Saturday morn¬ 
ing to consider the defense to be en¬ 
tered by that body to the action, 
brought against it, and against each 
of the benchers personally, by J. E. 
Varley, in which he sues it and them 
for $50,000 damages for their action 
in striking his name from the roll 
of solicitors and barristers of the 
province says the Calgary Herald.

lied on by Mr. Varley in his appeal.; 
While this appeal was still unheard, i 
an 1 action was brought by the benchers j 
before Mr. Justice Simmons, asking! 
for Mr. Valley’s disbarment, on the j 
grounds that he had been found guilty . 
of a crimtnal offence by his honor,, 
Judge Winter. This was dismissed on I 
the ground that, by the action of the 
benchers theWselvesi' Mr. Varley was 
no longer a member of the bar. How 
the benchers will be able to disentan¬ 
gle the legal knot is the question which 
is discussed with great interest by the 
other members of the profession.

Gasoline was turned out for the first 
time last week from the refinery of 
the Standard Refining Co., at Leth¬ 
bridge. 

A Washington commission reports 
that the difference in cost of wheat 
production between the United States 
and Canada is 42 cents per bushel in 
favor of Canada, and of flour $1.04 per 
100 pounds. 

Canada’s first Thanksgiving day was 
observed on September 38, 1763, in ce¬ 
lebration of peace between France and 
England when French Canada became 
British, all being weary of the pro¬ 
longed war. 

A party of fifteen Esthonians is ex¬ 
pected to reach Edmonton some time 
this month. They will be the advance 
guard of considerable immigration 
from Esthonia, it is stated. The first 
party will probably settle in British 
Columbia. 

The first carbon black plant in Ca¬ 
nada will be installed, it is stated, at 
Peace River, by the Canadian Petrole¬ 
ums, Ltd., which company plans to 
utilize the great deposits of gas in 
the Peace River district. The company 
plans to employ about 100 men at the 
commencement of its operations, if 
its plans are fulfilled. 

Latest statistics regarding the dis¬ 
tribution of Canadian Pacific Railway 
rhares are contained in the last annu¬ 
al itptfrt, which shows that the United 
Kingdom controls 50.73% of the to¬ 
tal stock outstanding. Canada comes 
next with 21.14%, followed by United 
States with 20.69%, France 2.95%, 
and other holdings with 4.49%. 

Final decision on their plans to es¬ 
tablish a beet sugar factory in Alber¬ 
ta will be made this summer by the 
Utah-Idaho Beet Sugar Company, 
whose officials are expected to visit 
the Lethbridge district and other 
southern districts shortly. It is stated 
that farmers in the Magrath district 
plan to seed more than 1000 acres to 
sugar beets this year. 

Imports from and exports,'to the 
United States are increasing faster 
than are those from or to any other 
country. During the year ending Feb¬ 
ruary, Canada imported $71,000,000 
more from the republic than she did 
during the preceding period, while at 
the same time she increased her ex¬ 
ports to the republic by $70,000,000. 

The total value of farm livestock in 
Saskatchewan is placed at $115,240,- 
900. Since the year 1906, the number 
of horses has increased from 240,566 
to 1,152,409; milch cows from 112,618 
tr, 456,006; other cattle from 360,236 
to 1,046,780; all cattle from 472,254 to 
1,502,786; sheep from 121,290 to 191,- 
937; and swine from 123,916 to 
563,069. 

Earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for the last ten days of March 
amounted to $4,496,000, as compared 
with $4,313,000 for the corresponding 
period a year ago. This is an increase 
of $183,000, or 4.2 per cent. Gross 
earnings for March, as indicated by 
the weekly earnings, show an increase 
of $1,295,000 over those of March, 
1923. 

Hon. Geo. Hoadley, Minister of Ag¬ 
riculture, who has been appointed 
special commissioner to represent Al¬ 
berta at the British Empire Exposi¬ 
tion, as a guest of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment, left for England this week. 
He will spend some time at the Expos¬ 
ition in behalf of this province, and 
will also visit several places in the 
British Isles, Mr. Hoadley will have 
with him a set of motion pictures re¬ 
cently compiled on Alberta, and will 
also have other publicity material. He 
will also probably visit the continent 
in the interests of immigration to Al¬ 
bert*. 


i Wednesday, May 7th has been ap¬ 
pointed as Arbor day by the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta. 

According to C'.P.R. statistics there 
were less baby carriages handled last 
year and over 1000 more pet dogs.

1 case °f an explosion and also to com¬ 
pel motor car owners to shut off their 
I motors when refilling their gas tanks. 

A clean up and paint up campaign 
should be commenced here right now. 
Tnere is very much to do to clean up 
the debris accumulated during the 
winter months. Tree planting season 
will be between May 14 and May 24 
and all cleaning and painting should 
be done now. Get busy.

One cannot but believe that if the at¬ 
tention of our young men could be di¬ 
verted from the quest for avenues of 
rase and white collar jobs’, to the se¬ 
curing of early grounding in some use¬ 
ful trade, the success and happiness of 
future generations would be more se¬ 
cure. Among the surest guarantees for 
success for any young man is that he 
forms early the habit of industry, and 
becomes skilled in some useful trade.

The Shell Oil Company is coming 
to Alberta soon, is the report received 
today.

The total acreage of the Alberta 
wheat pool is as yet not announced, 
but the membership now totals 28,725. 

The Prince of Wales, in the steeple¬ 
chase in which his horse fell with him, 
had the number 13.

Premier Greenfield and Attorney 
General Brownlee will resume nego¬ 
tiations with the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment at Ottawa, regarding the trans¬ 
fer of the natural recourses, on May 9 
next. 

Shipments of grain from the Grande 
Prairie and Peace River districts over 
the E. D. and B. C. during the past 
season have totalled 2,471,000 bushels 
of wheat and 1,700,500 bushels of ot¬ 
her grains. 

According to a statement of W. H. 
Fairfield, of the experimental farm at 
Lethbridge, about four tons of honey 
were produced in the Lethbridge dis¬ 
trict last year. Hives on the experi¬ 
mental form averaged 200 lbs. a week.
